I guess it is time for the citizens of Andover to 
tell the recycling committee or the town man- 
ager or the selectmen what we can do to make 
recycling more effective.

THE DESIGN PROCESS 


The design process should begin with an in- 
depth consultation to establish your needs and 
preferences.

The last vestige of the period 
is Johannes Brahms—a classical writer in the 
Romantic era. He did not write his first sym- 
phony until he was 43, and Symphony No. 4 
was composed eight years later. 

First performed in 1885, it was again heard 
in 1897 at which time Brahms was in atten- 
dance. It would be the last concert he would 
ever hear before his death. Like so much of 
Brahmins, it is filled with soaring melodies and 
harmonies.

West Parish’s Hires Its First 
Christian Education Minister

A lot is going on in Linda Knight’s life right 
now. She is raising two sons. She just got a 
graduate degree—and a new job. And she may 
be ordained soon. 

Knight, 45, minister of Christian education 
at West Parish Church, fresh out of Boston 
University School of Theology, said she hopes 
to be ordained as a Congregational minister by 
next year. The required ordination interview 


with a committee from the United Church of | 


Christ is set for next month. After that, it’s a 
matter of waiting. 

It’s a wait Knight won’t mind. She said she’s 
very happy with her West Parish post, which 
she started Sept. 1. 

‘T really love this job,”’ she said. “‘I like the 
people—everyone’s been friendly and welcom- 
ing. 

Christian education at West Parish takes 
many different shapes, and Knight likes the 


diversity. She oversees the Sunday School, the 
Pilgrim Fellowship youth group and the wom 
bible study 
think they’ve t this ‘ to 
esponsibility and a lot of variety,’’ Knight 


‘T get to deal with all ages, all lifestyles. 
I like the way people have allowed met that 
freedom. I like to be able to do so many things 
in my job.” 

West Parish’s interim senior minister, the 
Rev. Roger Daly, said Knight shows an enthu- 
siasm for her work. “‘She’s interested, excita- 
ble,’’ Daly said. ‘She likes things. She’s 
responsive to the things around her.” 

Minister of Christian education is a new po- 
sition at West Parish this year. Knight has tak- 
en over some of the responsibilities. of the 
church’s former associate minister, Dirkye 
Legerstee, who resigned in June. 

Knight sometimes preaches in the church’s 
Sanctuary and conducts services for the Pil- 
grim Fellowship members and for children of 
the congregation. But to be a minister—and to 
be able to serve communion—Knight has first 
to be ordained. 

She didn’t really have any intention of going 
into the ministry. She grew up in a Congrega- 
tional household in Springfield, Vt. and de- 
scribes herself then as a “sort of nature 
mystic,’’ but said she didn’t think people would 
remember her as being particularly religious. 

That all changed one day in February, 1981 
shortly after her divorce. She was running a 
daycare center out of her home when “‘I re- 
member being totally overwhelmed and kneel- 
ing on the living room floor asking God for 
help.” 

Knight had been working as a lay minister 
at Massachusetts General Hospital. When peo- 
ple there asked her if she was going to become 
a hospital chaplain, she said her response was 
always: ‘““‘Who me?”’

it BU. “I went to BU not having any clear-cut 
goals, but saying I was interested.’’ That was 
the fall of 1983, and Knight enjoyed the course 
so much, she kept adding more and more until 
she was a full-time student last semester.

‘I’m new to the group, but from the first day 
I felt at home,”’ she said. ‘‘We bonded together 
more quickly than I could expect.”’ 

The Pilgrim Fellowship meets every Tues- 
day evening for dinner and a short service. 
Knight said she chaperoned eight P¥Fers to a 
dance on a recent Saturday—her only free 
day. She said she was surprised to find that 
she herself had a good time. 

‘It was wonderful. Other than the loud mu- 
sic, I tetally enjoyed myself,’ she said. “I

Proposed Commission Would Study Anti-snob Zoning

The Massachusetts Legislature has proposed a joint 
commission to study the state’s anti-snob zoning law 
as a means of dealing with public concern over the 
comprehensive permit process. 

“This is such a big issue right now’’ said Rep. Susan 
Tucker (D-Andover), ‘“‘we need a special commission 
to study the large amount of bills being filed” on the 
affordable housing law, which many residents and 
legislators believe should be repealed or altered. 

Under the existing law, communities with fewer 
than 10 percent of all housing units deemed ‘‘afforda- 
ble’’ are subject to comprehensive permits, mixed-in- 
come housing proposals which often exceed local 
zoning. and density statutes. Seven such proposals 
have been made in Andover. 

The special commission, if approved by the senate 
and authorized by Governor Dukakis, would decide 
whether to change the law to give cities and towns 
more power to reject developers’ plans — or to simply 
strike the law from the books altogether. The House 
voted to establish the commission last week. 

Tucker, who has volunteered to serve on the pro- 
posed commission, said in order to be effective, the 
commission must have input from‘‘representatives, 
senators, citizens, developers and low-income resi- 
dents.’’ All anti-snob zoning bills filed would be sent to 
the commission, she explained, ‘‘and they would ex- 


amine what’s 


to begin in January. The ‘strongest’ of these, she 
stated, would prevent the state Housing Finance 
Agency (MHFA) from funding any comprehensive 
permit that has not been approved by a community. 
In order to make this bill workable, she noted, “we 
will have to name one board to have the power” of 
granting or refusing permission to a developer. 

One possible scenario, Tucker speculated, would be 
to have the local city council or board of selectmen 
make final recommendations to the state ‘‘with the 
advice and consent of the local housing authority or 
partnership committee.” 

Tucker will also introduce bills to cap density of 
comprehensive permit projects at four times what is 
allowed by local zoning laws, unless a variance is 
granted by the local zoning board. Other legislation 
would deny state appeals to developers who do not 
negotiate with communities in good faith, and grant 
breaks to cities and towns that ‘demonstrate an ef- 
fort’’ to provide affordable housing. 


Tucker has also proposed limiting the number of 
comprehensive permits which may be filed in any 
given community during a period of time, and she 
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would like to see all units in a comprehensive permit 
project count towards the 10 percent state-mandated 
affordable housing figure. 

“These bills would not allow the state to override 
the towns” Tucker commented. Citing Andover’s 
Town Meeting vote to take 86 acres of land for affor- 
dable housing, she remarked “the state ought not to 
use the stick’’ with communities which attempt to pro- 
vide affordable ho for its residents. 

A plethora of bills dy filed include legislation 
to reduce the amount of necessary affordable housing 
in municipalities from 10 percent to 5 percent, which 
Tucker said is ye attempt to abolish” the anti-snob 
law. “Just about everybody has at least 5 percent”’ 
she stated. | 

Stephen Colyer, Andover town physical planner, 
said ‘‘it would likely be more feasible’ to amend the 
comprehensive permit process than to repeal it. 
“Those bills (to alter the law) would probably stand a 
better chance,’ he said. 

If the process cannot be changed to give cities and 
towns more “‘leverage,”’ Tucker said she would not 
completely rule out supporting repeal of the law. But, 
she added, ‘‘I’d like to have some hope”’ that a special 
commission, if appointed, ‘would be able to decide”’ 
the best course of action to provide affordable housing 
in Massachusetts. 


Danneman Issue Still Alive 
Residents Want To Know If Ouster Was Legal 


Residents who support deposed 
Andover Housing Partnership Com- 
mittee member George Danneman, 
again questioned selectmen on the le- 


gality of Danneman’s removal from 
the AHPC at Monday’s board meet- 
ing. 


Selectmen Chairman Gerald Silver- 
man read an opinion from Town Coun- 
sel Alfred Daniels concerning the 
authority of the town manager to ap- 
point and remove members of volun- 


teer committees. Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony removed Danneman 
from the AHPC in September for 


making statements that were deemed 
a hindrance to the AHPC’s goal of 
bringing affordable housing to And- 
over. 


‘‘The town manager appoints mem- 
bers to...town boards with the appro- 
val of the selectmen”’ Silverman read. 


“The above (appointees) may be re- 
moved without the involvement of the 
selectmen.’’ The document also stated 


the town manager has the authority to 
determine cause of dismissal, and the 
dismissed appointee does not have the 
right to a hearing.

This did not sit well with Debby 
Moggio, 3 Hidden Road, who said she 
is ‘‘really bothered”’ by the process. 
“If somebody is going to be fired for 


cause, there has to be a reason.’’ Mog- 
gio contended Danneman had done 
nothing to obstruct the work of the 
AHPC, saying “‘if you fire someone 
for being wrong and he hasn’t been 


wrong, he might want to express his 
side.’’ Otherwise, she added, one per- 


son (the town manager) has too much 
power. “‘There’s no process there,”’ 
Moggio said, ‘‘it’s like Kafka’s trial.” 


Silverman responded that Danne- 
man was not “‘fired,’’ since he was not 
“hired,”’ but appointed to a commit- 
tee from which he was removed. 


Moggio asked the board whether 
Danneman was entitled to a hearing

Do you think he 
was rightfully dismissed?”’ 


“You’re out of line,’ said Silver- 


man, who commented ‘‘I will not ask 
the board members to respond, but 
speaking for myself, absolutely. I 


back the town manager 100 percent.” 
Silverman added there were ‘‘many 
reasons’’ to dismiss Danneman. 


Selectman. Gail Ralston acknowl- 
edged ‘‘there can be a shortcoming in 
this process,’’ and said she had ‘‘a few 


ideas” regarding “‘how to prevent this 
from happening in the future,’’ which 
she will discuss at the Selectmen’s 
work session on November 9. 


In other business, the board granted 
approval for New England Telephone 
to perform street work on Bailey 


Road, Dale Street and River Road. 
The phone company, Silverman said, 
has finally finished work on other 
town roads that had been neglected 


for some time. The town had been 
holding up subsequent New England 
Telephone projects until unfinished 
work had been completed. 


‘IT want to mention,” Silverman told 
Ed Shanley of the phone company, 
‘‘since we gave you such a hard time 
before, that I’m very glad to see that 
throughout the town they (streets) are 
being repaired and taken care of.”’ 


Gifted Kids Need 
Special Attention

Gifted children are also special needs 
children. To that end, the Andover school 
department has hired consultant Shirley 
Perkins to devise a Gifted and Talented pro- 
gram for the town’s schools. 

“Bright students have special needs,”’ 
Perkins remarked, ‘“‘we should do some- 
thing to address them.”’ The consultant has 
“done a lot of looking and listening’’ since 
arriving in Andover last month, and said 
she will receive input from parents, teach- 
ers, administrators and students before 
making her final report to the school com- 
mittee in January. 

Perkins was brought.in to examine gifted 
and talented curriculum after many paren- 
ts repeatedly urged the school committee to 
develop more programs for bright students. 
By conducting interviews with school per- 
sonnel, Perkins said she is able to analyze 
the strengths and weaknesses of the local 
school system. ‘‘I try to find out what things 
are already happening,’ she commented, 
“and what things should also be happen- 
ing. 

A Gifted and Talented program should 
‘create the best match between the child 
and the school,”’ the consultant said, adding 
‘there are many schools of thought on how 
best to achieve this.’’ 


One method of teaching gifted children 
Perkins explained, is acceleration. This in- 
volves advanced-level programs for stu- 
dents who have mastered standard 


curriculum. Another means of teaching is 
through individualized learning, in which 
the child works at special projects targeted 
to their personal interest. 

Perkins said the chosen mode of study 
should be matched to each student. ‘‘Some 
kids work best alone on projects, while oth- 
ers adapt better to groups,” she stated.

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Andover Fifth Graders Step Into The Past 


Morning class for 27 Sanborn Elementary 
School fifth graders last Tuesday was a little 
chilly. But the students didn’t seem to mind 
that much. 

For them, it was a chance to get out of the 
traditional classroom setting and into the 
Andover Historical Society barn, learning 
about life in the 1820s by living it a little 
Each student assumed the identity of some- 
one who lived in Andover in the 19th cen- 
tury—familiar names like John Locke and 
Isaac Abbot and not-so-familiar ones like 
Phoebe Shattuck, who with her husband, Jo 
seph, ran a farm in town 

Historical Society volunteer Toni Rollins, 
dressed in a loose jacket and straw hat, 
standing in the barn, wants to know if there 
are any farmers in the group of six kids sit- 
ting in front of her. Nobody has a farmer’s 
name tag, and Rollins didn’t win any con- 
verts. 

Life on a 19th-century farm meant long 
hours, hard work and constant planning. You 
never knew if an early frost or insects would 
down your crop for a year. And the farm that 
occupied the site where the Historical Society 
is now wasn’t even a commercial farm. It 
was used to feed Amos Blanchard and his

family, who lived there from 1820 to 1850. 

“This program interprets that period of 
time and in particular this house, this family 
and how they went about their day-to-day 
business,’’ said Peg Hughes, the society’s as- 
sistant director. 

The six-year-old program gets every fifth 
grader in Andover’s public schools plus St 
Augustine’s to the Historical Society in a sys- 
tem of rotations every Tuesday and Thursday 
in October and again in May. The society pr 
vides teachers with a slide/tape show as an 
introduction to the program and suggestions 
for classroom activities for use afterward. 

Sanborn teacher Kathy Iworsley said the 
supplementary materials are very useful. Af- 
ter the students get back, they get into their 
family groups and are given an assignment: 
pian a vacation for your family. 

“Then we ask, ‘Hew did your family come 
to that decision.’ And pretty much the father 
says, ‘We’re going on vacation.’ And they 
go,’ Iworsley said. ‘‘And they all realize 
that.”’ 

The program is also awareness-raising for 
the teachers. “I just came from the kitchen, 
and there especially you realize what you 
have,”’ Iworsley said 


She said getting out of the classroom also 
gives her a new perspective on her students. 
“*T see the children in a different light. It sur- 
prises me sometimes to see who’s listening.”’ 

The students were put into five groups that 
rotated through five stations throughout the 
Blanchard house and barn. They learned 
about home and farm life, as well as 19th-cen- 
tury storekeeping and printmaking. 

Fifth grader Timmy McGovern, alias print- 
er Abraham Gould, paused to examine the 
words his group had just printed the old-fash 
ioned way--letter by letter. 

“It’s pretty good,” he said. ‘‘This is the 
shop I own.”’ 

Kathy Maxwell, a Historical Society volun- 
teer at the print shop station, said a lot of the 
kids have had similar experiences at Stur- 
bridge Village. ‘““‘They really enjoy it,’’ she 
said. 

But it may not be so easy for them to think 
back a century and a half, according to teach- 
er Iworsley. ‘It’s hard for them to imagine 
even 10 years ago—that’s their life,’ she 
said. 

Still, Iworsley said it’s a good experience 
for her students if only to help them ‘‘appre- 
ciate what they have today.”’

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OPINION 
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There has been considerable discussion of the 
open meeting law lately, particularly between 
the planning board and members of the League 
of Women Voters. 

. A week ago, Chairman Michael Houghton of 
the planning board was particularly vocal with 
regards to league claims that some planning 
board meetings were held despite not being 
properly posted in advance. 

Houghton considered some of the reaction by 
league members and others in the community to 
be adversarial. 

In a letter, appearing in the Public Forum of 
the TOWNSMAN this week, Jean Salazar, 
president of the league, points out that the group 
questioned not only planning board action with 
regard to open meeting law compliance but 
subcommittees of town boards as well. 

The Essex County District Attorney’s office 
informed the league that based on information 
provided, any municipal group meeting in any 
capacity must post their meetings in compliance 
with the open meeting law. 

This is as it should be. 

The league goes on to state that no legal action 
has been taken to enforce compliance or 
determine if any municipal board has been in 
violation. Further, the league states, there is no 
intent to pursue the matter through legal 
channels. 

Intent would seem to be simply to ensure that 
municipal bodies comply with the intent and 
meaning of the open meeting law. 

Such action is to be applauded. 

Andover has come a long way from the days 
when the principal information coming from a 
selectmen’s meeting was the approval of new 


street light locations or utility excavation 
permits. 

Principal business in those days was done 
behind closed doors or over telephones or on the 
street. 

Police logs were edited prior to being given to 
the media. 

These practices were not peculiar to Andover 
alone, but rampant, particularly in affluent 
communities, where so-called public servants 
felt that municipal business should be conducted 
with an eye on the town’s image in the forefront. 

It was due to such practice that the public, and 
newspaper organizations particularly, focused on 
the enactment of open meeting laws, refining 
them from time to time and constantly aware of 
legislative efforts to weaken them. 

It is, unfortunately, a constant vigil. 

Thus, it is pleasing to see a group such as the 
League of Women Voters also vigilant and 
insistant on compliance with the law in order that 
the public has constant access to the process 
through which their government is run. 

We can also sympathize with Mr. Houghton’s 
fears that implications can be drawn from a 
constant insistence on open meeting law 
compliance. There is considerable truth in the 
fact that these board members are unpaid and 
spend countless hours volunteering their time to 
proper conduct of community business. 

But, we feel that there is no intent to infer 
anything other than obeying the law and keeping 
all meetings open and eligible for public 
attendance and observation. 

It is something which was gained through 
considerable effort over a long period of time and 
meant to be preserved.

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Arsenault Leads Warriors Qver Methuen

Last Friday night at about 6:15, the Methuen High 
Rangers football team sprinted onto Eugene Lovely Field 
to begin their pre-game warmups. There was a lot of 
screaming and whooping going on as the visitors stam- 
peded past the Andover squad, which had taken the field 
minutes earlier for calisthenics. Mike Marinaro, the Gold- 
en Warriors’ standout tackle, repeated the same words to 
his teammates. ‘‘Remember last year, guys, c’mon, let’s 
remember last year.”’ 

Less than an hour later, Andover halfback Devon Arse- 
nault took a handoff from Brandon McCue on the first play 

“from scrimmage, made a quick cut left, spun away from 
one tackler and rambled 65 yards for a touchdown. Andy 
Weiner’s (7-8 PATs for the season) kick was on target and 
the Warriors were on their way to gaining revenge for last 
year’s 20-8 loss to Methuen. 

‘That was a big play” Andover Coach Dick Collins said 
of Arsenault’s run. ‘Sometimes getting a quick score re- 
acts adversely for you’’ Collins remarked, ‘“‘but that 
wasn’t the case this time.” 

Arsenault’s (189 yards on 12 carries) second touchdown 
of the night, a 53-yard scamper with 1:44 left in the third 
quarter, accounted for the 21-12 final that gave Andover 
its third consecutive Merrimack Valley Conference victo- 
ry.

Most Gifted and Talented programs, she 
continued, are ‘rather piecemeal,’ and 
combine many educational philosophies 
contingent upon what gets the best results. 

Often, the consultant pointed out, “‘gifted- 
ness”’ in a child can be discovered by im- 
proving standard curriculum. “If (a 
teacher) begins doing creative writing, you 
may discover a child who is a gifted writer 
that you would not have noticed had the 
class not been doing creative writing.’’ The 
integration of computers into the Andover 
schools may aid in discovering students 
with ‘exceptional abilities in computers 
and programming,” she added. ' 

Many students who are not considered 
generally gifted may be outstanding in one 
or more specific areas, Perkins said. “‘It 
used to be believed there was a type of ‘gen- 
eral giftedness’ that was discovered 
through testing’ she commented. ‘“‘New 
theories show a number of types of gifted- 
ness in any number of areas.” 

Constant research and discovery, Perkins 
remarked, is what ‘“‘makes this such an ex- 
citing field of study.’’ Educators, she said, 
are “constantly and pleasantly surprised” 
at the abilities of children placed in gifted 
programs. 

In addition to finding challenges for stu- 
dents, Perkins continued, bright students 
create challenges for the educator. ‘‘Gifted 
students create more demands on the 
school system,’’ she explained. “If you do a 
good job with bright students, you increase 
the distance between the child and the (reg- 
ular) curriculum. The regular program be- 
comes less effective for the gifted child.’ 

Perkins related one instance she had en- 
countered during her tenure as a consultant 
in Tampa, Fla. “‘The third grade class had 
a summer reading list,”’ she mused. ‘‘When 
the teacher went around the room asking 
the kids what they had read over the sum- 
mer, one boy responded ‘Megatrends.’ 
What do you do with a kid like that?”’ 

While this is an unusual case, the consul- 
tant said ‘‘we do find many kids who can 
and do go beyond the usual school pro- 
gram.” Results are often difficult to objec- 
tively measure, she stated. ‘‘What a child 
learns in a Gifted and Talented program 
usually manifests itself in later life.’’ 

Perkins’ report will focus mainly on the 
elementary schools, with a preliminary 
draft due in November.

South African Priest To Preach At Christ Church 


The Rev. Patrick Jacobs, rector of St. 
Luke’s Church, Albertina, will be the preacher 
at the 9 a.m. and 11:15 a.m. services at Christ 
Church this Sunday. He will also speak at the 
forum held between the services. 

The Rev. Jacobs, his wife, Esther, and their 
four-month-old daughter, Abigail, have been 
the guests of Christ Church, Andover, and 
Grace Church, Lawrence, for the past month. 
The Jacobs are from a parish which includes 
14 outstations, chapel congregations that are 
served by the clergy of St. Luke’s Church. 
Most of his parishioners are living below the 
“‘breadline.” Thirty percent are farm laborers 
who have no labor union, leaving them unpro- 
tected from long hours, lowpay and the “‘tot- 
system”’ in which laborers are compensated in 
liquor for low wages. 

St. Luke’s Church is a part of the Diocese of 
George which Jacobs reports is “located in 
probably the most beautiful part of the coun- 
try’’ but in an area “terribly exploited by the 
apartheid system of separation which leaves 
the best, the most beautiful, for the enjoyment 
of whites only.” 

While in the United States, Jacobs is work- 
ing on the development of an adventure in Op- 
poitunity School and Diocesan Training 
Center at Melkhoutfontein (Afrikaans for 
Milkwood Fountain).

TRUTH IN LENDING 


Shopping for a mortgage was 
not always as straightforward as 
it is today.
